2. I am an employee of Seed Intellectual Property Law Group PLLC, the 
attorneys of record in the above-referenced application, and have been so employed since 
March 8, 2004. 

3. On February 23, 2005, I left a voice message at the telephone number for 
Mr. Alan Kramer regarding the Declaration document for the above-identified application. 

4. On February 23, 2005, Mr. Alan Kramer left a return voice message with a 
current address to send the Declaration document. 

5. On February 25, 2005, I left a voice message at the last known telephone 
number for Mr. Gianluca Colli regarding the Declaration document for the above-identified 
application. The answering machine did not identify the owner, only that I had reached the 
number I dialed. I received no response to my voice message.

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6. On February 25, 2005, I left a second voice message at the telephone 
number for Mr. Alan Kramer indicating that I would be sending the Declaration document to him 
for signature and to obtain Mr. Vito Fabbrizio and Mr. Gianluca Colli's signatures. 

7. On March 3, 2005, I mailed the Declaration and application papers to 
Mr. Alan Kramer with a request that he sign the same and obtain the signatures of Mr. Vito 
Fabbrizio and Mr. Gianluca Colli, and to then return the executed Declaration and application 
papers. 

8. On March 29, 2005, the Declaration was returned to me with Mr. Alan 
Kramer and Mr. Vito Fabbrizio's signatures. The Declaration was accompanied by a letter from 
Ms. Jennifer Dyer, the Human Resource's Manager at UPEK, Inc., on behalf of Mr. Alan 
Kramer, stating that the current whereabouts of Mr. Gianluca Colli are unknown.

The answering machine I left the messages on did not identify 
the owner, only that I had reached the telephone number that I had called. To date, I have 
received no response to any of these voice messages that I left.
